Prorit sharing with employes was one of the prin- 
cipal subjects for discussion at the eleventh annual 
convention of the National Metal Trades Association 
held in New York City on April 15. R. T. Crane of 
the Crane Company of Chicago told of the plans of 
profit Sharing put in practice with the thousands of 
employes of that concern. “The net earnings of the 
Crane Company are divided between the employes and 
the stockholders,” said Mr. Crane. “First, the th- 
terest, at legal rate, on the capital invested in the busi- 
ness is deducted from the net profits of.the business 
for the year. Then the remainder of the profits are 
divided in two equal shares, one of which goes to the 
company to be applied to surplus or dividends and the 
other is set aside for the employes.” A novel plan of 
profit sharing in which customers benefit with em- 
ployes in the net profits, has been adopted by a St 
Louis concern. The division of the profits are made in 
stock or scrip, the employes receiving shares accord- 
ing to the length of service and importance of their 
positions, while shares are issued to customers based 
on the amount of their annual trade with the factory.

Indeed, we are 
told by those who have¢studied deepest into the ques- 
tion that the great increase in insanity and idiocy, as 
shown by statistics, indicates that the human brain is 
deteriorating slightly on the average as contpared with 
earlier times. 

Even a test.by weight goes apparently to show that 
there is no superiority in brain weight in modern as

the 


as proved by the cemeteries of 


over against ancient times. 
instance, of Europeans between eleventh and 
eighteenth centuries, 
Paris, 1s not appreciably different from that of the 
Frenchman of today, and the Egyptian mummies show 
larger cranial capacity than- the. modern Egyptians, 
But a test by weight, though it is in favor of, rather 
than against, the ancients, is one of the least satisfac- 
tory of all possible methods-of testing intelligence, for 
the brains of many eminent and famous men have not 
been characterized by their size. 

In discussing brain efficiency one is apt to confuse 
advance in culture with an organic improvement in 
advance 


the brain. That there has been an immense 


in culture in modern times, especially along scientific 
and technical lines, there can be no manner of doubt; 
but this is far from meaning that an increase in our 
fund of absolute and reliable knowledge argues an in- 
creased power in the logical and reasoning faculties of 
the human brain, The dullest of Students in one of 
our modern universities or scientific schools may and 
probably does have in his possession an infinitely great- 
scientific facts than Aristotle 


er number of reliable 
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ever amassed in his whole career of arduous applica- 
tion and painstaking research,-but only the most fool- 
ish among us would attempt to argue that on this ac- 
count the logical and reasoning faculties of our mod- 
ern dullard can in any way compare with those of the 
ancient sage. 

Too easily, perhaps, does modern man look back dis- 
dainfully on the past, tend to forget all the accumu- 
lated wisdom of the ages by which he has mounted or 
the heights to which he has attained and then charge 
his personal exalted position solely to the account of 
his own efficiency. By specialization, by putting all 
our efforts on separate problems, by invention, by ac- 
cumulated learning and gathered experience, each 
generation provides for its successor a standpoint that 
is more secure, more reliable, more advanced than 
that reached before, and the result of it is that we 
necessarily continue to outstrip our ancestors. But 
this again is far from saying that we have left them 
behind because our brains are any the greater or our 
processes of thought any the more profound. We 
stand higher, as it were, not because we have grown 
taller than they, but because we have mounted upon 
their shoulders. 

Culture and knowledge are the fruits of activity and 
it is neither impossible nor yet contradictory to say 
that we might easily have an increase in cul- 
ture and a decrease in the reasoning power 
and a retrogression in intelligence. For instance, 
all the. chemists of a certain rank or class might 
quit their laboratories tomorrow, and the chemists of 
other ranks and classes would stil) continue to add to 
the discoveries of their science. They would still have 
influence over the processes of manufacture and prog- 
ress in chemical science would still result. Neverthe- 
less, despite their progress, it* well might be that the 
average brain which is devoted to the science of chem- 
istry would show distinct retrogression. 

In just the same way if a worker in any given line 

“or specialty keeps himself informed as to the results 
achieved in the present day and the past, he will add 
more or less to the store of knowledge of his chosen 
line, although this*contribution may be a thousand 
miles removed. from arguing that he has a bigger brain 
than had those from whom he in turn borrowed nearly 
all that he knows. So with a whole race; if it hands 
down and preserves by written record, or merely by 
tradition, the memory of what the peoples of the past 
have done, and adds to it little by little, progress may 
be obtained, whether or‘not the brain stands still or in- 
creases in size or power of thought. Intelligence grows 
and deepens; whether the intellect grows in propor- 
tion with it is another question.

Its legislature passed a law last 
Workers. ‘spring “to provide for the approval of 
plans of compensation for injured em- 

ployes,” 


This Massachusetts statute authorizes any employer 
of labor to submit to the State Board of Conciliation 
and Arbitration a plan that will secure to his employes 
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compensating payments if they suffer injury in th 
course of their employment. The rates of payment ar. 
to be based upon the employe’s average wages. Th. 
act requires the board to make an examination of an 
to hold a public hearing on any plan thus submitted 
If the board decides that the plan is fair to the em 
ployes concerned it gives its written approval to th. 
specifications. 

The employer, having secured a certified plan, i 
authorized to enter into a contract with his employe 
whereby they release him from the ordinary legal lia 
bility in case they are injured while at work for him 
Under this contract they agree to accept the payment: 
provided for in the plan. However, the act makes it 
unlawful for the employer to require*members of hi: 
working force, as a condition of their employment, to 
assent to any plan of compensation or to waive their 
rights to bring suits for damages. Moreover, it stipu. 
lates that no contract made under one of these speci- 
fied plans shall be binding for more than a year. 

In authorizing such agreements this Massachusetts 
law resembles the bill for voluntary industrial-accident 
insurance submitted to the last legislature by the in- 
dustrial insurance commission of Illinois. However, 
the measure proposed, for this state was different 
from the Massachusetts law. It specified the plan of 
payments and their amounts, and provided explicitly 
for the creation of industrial insurance funds. 








In\2SiON of foreign countries by a “flying squad- 
ron” of American advertising experts as a means of 
sidaea on advancing trade was recently advocated 
Advertising *¢ @ dinner of the Chicago Advertising 
Invasion. Association by former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Robert B. Arm- 
strong. This he presented as a practical means to 
overcome the handicap to manufacturers because of 
America’s inadequate consular service. ° 

“Organize a flying squadron of advertising men for 
the markets you desire to control,” said Mr. Arm- 
strong. ‘“Name the men and let them go forward, all 
eyes, all ears and all attention, not for their individual 
line alone, but for every line in the movement. Let 
their reports cover every form of business that now 
engages or may engage in foreign trade. Let them 
look with the eyes of salesrfen, let them look with the 
eyes of manufacturers.” 

Salesmanship is a profession now and the teacher 
of salesmanship is the advertiser. Let the “flying 
squadron” find and nail down in black and white 
English the caprices, the whims, the desires of foreign 
purchasers regarding the things which they would 
likely buy and use. Let them find the manner in 
which it is to be packed. Let them unreel the red tape 
which is entwined around every custom house and: let 
them report back in words of one syllable, so that the 
packer, the shipping clerk, the office boy and the dray- 
man may proceed without fear. Mr. Armstrong’s sug 
gestion is not a mere expression of theory. It is a 
practical and important one. Time and time again 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN has referred to the apparent 
supineness exhibited by American manufacturers in 
quest of foreign trade. They will never be able to 


‘compete with foreign manufacturers in foreign mar- 
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kets unless they cater to the tastes, or whims, if we 
‘ay so term them, of the prospective buyers.

Why the traveling salesman should be a target for 
the round of assaults that are made upon him from 
time to time by divers trade publications, is some- 
thing that I have never been quite able to understand. 


Judging from the frequency with which these attacks . 


come round the unsophisticated might easily be led 
to look upon the traveling man as a monster of in- 
iquity whose only aim is to grab everything in sight 
without any compunction as to the injury that he 
might inflict upon fellow drummers or upon the trade 
with which he is identified. It would appear to me 
that when some of these scribes run shy on themes 
they deliberately and with malice aforethought select 
the traveling salesman as the “fall guy” and proceed to 
“do him up brown” just on general principles. Of 
all the objects of a trade journal’s maledictions I fail 
to think of one so little deserving of it as the com- 
mercial traveler. There is no class of men in this 
country today who possess more principle or who have 
a greater desire to “play fair” than the much abused 
traveling salesman. Where you find one whose in- 
terest in his customer ceases when once he has booked 
an order, you will find one hundred who are ever 
ready to unburden themselves of anything that will 
be to their customers’ interest. That this is true can be 
best deduced from the fact that the average merchant 
looks forward with pleasure to the time when he is 
due to receive a visit from the traveling representa- 
tive of a reputable house. sind well he might, for 
apart from the anticipation that he will hear a few 
“good ones,” the merchant knows that there is in 
store for him some information which may aid him in 
increasing his business, or an idea or two (and the 
traveling man is full of them) which will enable him 
to get rid of any surplus stock he may have. The 
average traveling man is as intelligent as he is jolly, 
and you will rarely see him when he hasn’t something 
up his sleeve, something of some consequence, too. 
And the good thing about it is, that he is not stingy 
with it. As far as my experience goes, in the travel- 
ing fraternity there is a smaller proportion of “black 
sheep” than you will find in any class of human be- 
ings. They should be lauded rather than censured, for 
there does not exist a more appreciative “cuss” than 
the commercial traveler. Let him have a square deal 
* * * 

The weak spots in the characters of great men make 
those men seem more human. Vanity is often the 
safety valve of genius. We should not permit the van- 
ity of men to blind us to their merits. Few men are 


so well poised as to be able to accept applause at its ° 


real value. Rousseau, a man of great intellect, was 
a budget of egotism. On one occasion he attended the 
theater to see David Garrick act and made himself 
ridiculously conspicuous in a box that he, as well as 
Garrick, might receive the plaudits. The brilliant 
Chateaubriand was bored by all conversation unless 
he was himself the topic. Dumoulin, one of the great- 
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est of French lawyers, was accustomed to preface his 
opinions with “I, who have nothing to learn from any 
man.” Balzac treated himself with more deference 
than he showed to any other person. Napoleon, who 
declared that he “made his generals out of mud,” ap- 
preciated the ability of Ney and Kleber and Duroc, 
bui he claimed the glory of their victories largely for 
himself. To Napoleon there was but one great man. 
the Little Corporal was the essence of egotism. Sir 
Godfrey Kneller proclaimed .himself and Pope “the 
two greatest men in the world.” Yet, despite the great 
gallery of royal portraits to his credit, Sir Godfrey is 
almost forgotten. Vanity is a man’s own estimate of 
himself. As a rule a man is a poor judge of his own 
worth. Lord Nelson, the terror of the seas, despite 
his personal disfigurement, was very ‘susceptible to 
flattery. Cicero, while writing of the folly of vanity, 
was hintself foolishly vain. Praise has made fools of 
wise nen. In Shakespeare, Emerson tells us, “there 
is not a trace of egotism.” Shakespeares are scarce! 
Moore, the most melodious of bards, was offensively 
vain, and Campbell constantly invited the praises of 
his companions. The American poets were singularly 
free from that frailty. Wagner, whose musical artil- 
lery made war on all the “old schools” with fearless 
impartiality, was as hungry for public approval and 
as self-conscious as a June graduate. Notwithstanding 
the harsh lines and crooked nose that made her almost 
repulsive, Queen Elizabeth strangely fancied herself 
beautiful. Yet, this feminine weakness, so far as noted 
persons are concerned, seems to belong more notice- 
ably to the sterner sex. It is singular that bright 
minds can not appreciate that an exhibition of vanity 
belittles their greatness. To be really great one must 
be beyond the reach of vanity.

Cooking by wind is the latest achievement of elec- 
trical science. At an electrical factory at Willesden 
Green, London, England, a dainty luncheon was re- 
cently to be seen cooking in an electric stove the only 
fuel for which was wind. Two chickens and a fruit 
pie were browned nicely. The inventor has what he 
calls a wind turbine, a special form of windmill; which 
automatically always faces the wind by an ingenious 
system of plane directors. The wind wheel, in being 
blown round, drives a dynamo which generates elec- 
tricity and charges a set of electrical accumulators. 
From these the electric current is obtained for light- 
ing and heating. When the wind blows strongly and 
the dynamo tends to generate too much current, an 
automatic device is operated which checks the gener- 
ating power, so that there is no fear of too rapid 


charging of the accumulators.

“The object of the miniature scene was explained 
on one of the larger show-cards, which read, “This 
miniature scene shows the effect of good window dis- 
plays,’ meaning that if good goods were properly dis- 
played, customers would be attracted to the store, and 
when once in the store were sure to make a purchase 
before leaving. This display, aside from being a 
drawing attraction and’ a beautiful picture, was a 
trade-getter, because the sentiment of the display was 
so decidedly in favor of the store and goods.

It had real plate glass fronts, real prism 
lights above the plates, encased in show windows 
vhich contained real hardware displays, and had a 
real gravel sidewalk in front. The cornice was just 
is the large one and was painted in natural colors. 

“The most attractive and unique part of this scene 
vas the dolls which were dressed in different styles of 


“There certainly can be no one medium of aaver- 
tising so effective to the direct sales of a business as 
a well-dressed show window, because it attracts the 
attention of the passer-by directly to the goods dis- 
played. 

“My idea of a well-dressed show window is one that 
attracts each and every passer-by in such a way as to 
create in them a longing to possess the article or arti- 
cles shown. I am very strongly in favor of up-to- 
date, wide-awake, mechanical displays if they call at- 
tention to the goods shown or their use, otherwise | 
think they are a hindrance rather than a 
getter. 

“I believe that one-half of an attractive display is 
in the background, as it is the first thing the passer- 
by sees, and, knowing at first glance that it is some- 
thing new, will stop to see what it is. 
the other half of the display comes in. 
goods in such a way that a person can see every article 
at a glance, and, if an article has any special or new 
feature, be sure that it shows up in the display. 

“T do not believe that there can be any set rule for 
dressing hardware windows, because, strictly speaking, 
there are no two displays the same, or at least there 
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should not be, for it has been my experience that an 
original display is the very best, and in fact the only, 
real business getter.”

AN IMPROVED FORM OF BREAST DRILL. 


The accompanying illustration represents an im-* 


proved form of breast drill, the invention of Geo. O. 
Leopold of Philadelphia, Pa. Mr. 
Leopold filed the application for 
a patent on May I, 1907, and on 
April 6 of this year it was 
granted, the inventor having as- 
signed the patent to North Bros. 
Mfg. Co. of Philadelphia. Com- 
bined in the breast drill are a

Palmer more in its full and truest sense than in the more 
modern, and often complimentary, application ‘of the quota- 
tion. It is with great regret that I undertake the task of 
penning a few lines that must fail through inability to ex- 
press adequately the appreciation of one who has been long 
a consistent and most loyal supporter of our organization, to 
whose exceptional talents, generosity and tact we Owe more 
than to perhaps any other individual the present position 
occupied by the Institute, and the prospects which will influ- 
ence its future. 

This task is all the more painful a duty, as in Mr. Palmer 
the writer has lost a dear and personal friend—one of those 
friendships made late in life, but which ripened into the 
closest intimacy in a comparatively short space of time. It is 
on this day just a fortnight since I stood at his bedside, and 
although nigh unto death, his whole mind was centered upon 
the future well-being of the Institute, and especially upon a 
scheme for the satisfactory settlement of one of those out- 
standing difficulties which exist between us and another or- 
ganization that has interest parallel with our own. I learnt 
that in his moments of pain and delirium the Institute was 
ever the principal subject of his incoherent thoughts. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Palmer’s enthusiasm which 
led him to attend the Derby meeting when not in a fit state 
of health, entailing as it did besides a long and tedious journey 
in inclement weather, an excitement which was almost fatal 
to his peculiar heart trouble, was undoubtedly the immediate 
cause of his untimely end. All these considerations add to 
the deep regret which must be shared by every member of 
the Institute, as also to the sympathy we must all feel for his 
family who mourn his loss—how much can only be appre- 


ciated by those whose privilege it has been to see the mor 
than usually happy conditions which existed within their d: 
mestic circle, and can by that means realize the shatteri: 
effect of the blow his death must have caused. 

The Institute has indeed lost a valuable aid and sup 
porter, and personally I deplore the too early termination « 
a most valued friendship. Our sympathies with Mrs. Palm. 
and her family must be all the greater, having regard to tl 
knowledge that in much of Mr. Palmer’s work on behalf « 
the Institute he was ably assisted by the unique and superior 
attainments of Mrs. Palmer and Miss Babbitt, both of whon 
like himself, made more than necessary sacrifices to help for 
ward the important part of our movement which is embodic:| 
in the Journal.

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HOW TO PREVENT LEAKS IN THE TINSHOP. 

(This paper was read by S. Hasenberg at the recent 
annual banquet of the Grand Rapids ( Mich.) Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association.) 

It is my purpose, gentlemen, to try and tell you that 
nowadays it is getting almost a necessity to have a tin 
shop in connection with the hardware store ; but what 
I wish to dwell on more particularly is the success of 
this tinshop and how to make it a success. ~ 

In business there are two ways of reaching a desired 
end. In fact, these two methods apply to all phases 
of human activity; but nowhere do they count for 
more, or will they lose more than in business. One

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way is short and decisive ; the other long and circuit- 
ous. Out of every 100 men working for a definite end 
and purpose, 99 are taking the longest, hardest and 
most involved way. This seems to be a large per- 
centage, but nevertheless it is true. 

The question might be asked, What difference is 
there in the degree of success between the short way 
man and the long way man? The first mentioned is 
capable, is able to do things when he gets face to face 
with his ambition; he has energy, activity and life 
reserved for the really big things of business. The 
second mentioned, when he finally arrives at his des- 
tination after years of toil and wasted energy, has so 
spent himself that he can not grapple with the prob- 
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lems which confront him. He is unable to make the 


most of his opportunity after fighting to get to it. 
We have a beautiful illustration of this in the old- 
time Grecian runners. One starts out boldly and dar- 
ingly to outdistance the other runner at the first, but 
he who does not reserve his strength until the final 
spurt and who does not cunningly plan his every man- 
euver will never reach the tape. When he does cross, 
it is long after the victor has received his laurels. 

Most men pick out the long way, under the illusion 
that it is the quickest and shortest way. In business, 
men,are inclined to seek the way of least resistance, 
which is usually the long way. The road to success in 
business is simply a highway of obstacles. It is not a 
smooth road. It is a rough foot path, strewn with 
huge rocks, but you can walk it if you are careful, if 
you plan and study your journey. The average man 
confronted with this perspective immediately plans to 
reach the other end by avoiding all obstacles he sees 
before him and those he knows lie in the path farther 
on. That looks to him as the shortest, easiest way to 
the journey’s end where success awaits him. He starts 
out by going around the huge stones and other obsta- 
cles and looks diligently for the straight and smooth 
path where there is nothing to bother him. If he is 
persistent and hardy he will finally reach the other end 
of the road exhausted. He won’t have the energy, the 
strength, the ambition to pry open the fingers that 
hold. in their grasp what he wants. The gold he gets 
is only that which is peeping out from between the 
closely clutched fingers, a-very small portion compared 
with what he might have gotten were he able. 


Meanwhile another has entered the road and is 
about to make his way to its end. He also sees the 
obstacles before him, but he is the short way man. He 

~resolves to face them and overcome them and not to 

avoid. He climbs over the rocks and obstacles. He 
picks his way carefully and uses all means possible to 
pull himself up. The smooth stretches of the path 
where his predecessor lingered in order to rest him- 
self he can glide over quickly. He reaches the end of 
the road and also finds the hand of reward tightly 
closed, but he has not misspent his energy. He- can 
open it and find his reward in full. 


Don’t try to get away from the obstacles which con- 
front you. Meet them, fight them, overcome them. 
The success of the last conquest will help you with 
the next; will develop you and strengthen you. , That 
is the short way and that is the history of all the suc- 
cessful men of today. They did not lie down and try 
to crawl by; they stood up, faced the enemy in what- 
ever form it appeared and downed it. 


I also mentioned in the first part of my paper, “How 
to make the tinshop a success.” In order to do this 
we must be short way men. And one other thing to 
make us so and also to have success. with the tinshop is 
to have system. Not so much that it becomes a bore 
or red tape, but enough system so that you know that 
your business is being ‘carried on on a paying basis 
and not wait until the end of the year to find out 
whether you have made a profit in the tinshop or if 
there is a deficit ;;system, also, to know that you are 
getting paid for all goods going out of your shop and 
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paid for the time you or your men have put on the 


different jobs. 
It seems to me I hear some say, “As for me, I know 


that I am paid for all time and material that go on 


each job;” but I dare say, gentlemen, that this end o: 
the business can not be watched too closely, for on i: 
depends largeiy the success of the tinshop. 

But some one may ask, “What kind of a system sha! 
we have to know that we are getting paid for all ou: 
time and material?’ Have an order made on an orde: 
sheet, made to your own liking especially for the pur 
pose. The order sheet is given a number and the 
name of the customer and the nature of the work are 
written thereon. This order is given to the tinner and 
all stock or material that he uses should be put on this 
order. Don’t depend upon your memory. Put the 
stock down before you leave the shop and if any mate 
rial is left the same can be deducted from order if it is 
worth deducting. The same rule.applies to the time 
The time begins as soon as the order is given him and 
all time he has on this order is recorded. This system 
is especially valuable when an order or job runs for 
some time. If we had to depend upon our memory 
and did not have a good system, I dare say that a 
good percentage of the time and material would not 
be recorded and hence never charged, and you the 
loser. This will also enable you to figure the cost of 
job. The time should also be put on the time sheet 
with the number of hours back of each order number, 
and if a man works ten hours, the time should be ac- 
counted for. I am sure not one of us can watch too 
closely to see that each job is charged with the right 
number of hours and the correct amount of material. 
If we try and carry out this system, if we have not 
already done so, and also fight and overcome all ob- 
stacles coupled with getting a fair price for our goods, 
nothing but success will be ours. :

CLAIMS TO HAVE SOLVED PROBLEM OF 
SOLDERING ALUMINUM. 





The problem of aluminum soldering has been 
troubling experts for many years and many different 
kinds of solder have been brought out. It was found 
impossible to solder aluminum with the intermediate 
substances used for other metals, The consequence 
was the idea became prevalent that no kind of liquid 
could be used for soldering aluminum and the only 
thing to do was to use one of the many different alloys 
made, However, the lack of an effective flux caused 
the formation of oxide which always prevented a 
proper joint being made. Prompted by- the conviction 
that without an intermediate it was impossible to make 
a good soldered joint, Otto Nicolai, Boppard on the 
Rhine, Germany, claims to have made a good flux 
ifter many years of experimental work. But the prob- 
lem was not really solved without having a solder 
with the same fusing point as the flux. The inventor, 
iherefore, sought to find a suitable solder. He says he 
as succeeded in getting over this difficulty and that 
ie now has an effective solder. An important feature, 
he asserts, is that one need only scrape the aluminum 
(0 make it clean before soldering and then to wipe 
he joints with the Nicolai flux. Solder mixed with 
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this flux is put on to the joint and runs into the crev- 
ices by itself. 

The inventor says that it will cover surfaces of sev- 
eral square centimeters in area, that the joint obtained 
in the end is inseparable, that tubes with a soldered 
seam can be bent or forced on to a drift without tear- 
ing the joint, and that sheets with a joint can be ham- 
mered quite thin without injuring the joint. Nicolai 
solder and flux, it is said, are being used at the Im- 
perial dockyard at Kiel and at the Royal gunpowder 
factory at Spandau. At the Imperial dockyard in Wil- 
helmshafen the inventor soldered a new bottom on to a 
tea-kettle of the kind used by blue-jackets. The length 
of the seam was 75 centimeters. A flask, which had 
become leaky, was also soldered. The result of these 
tests was approved, it is stated, by Herr Klarmann, a 
naval engineer, and by the foremen of the various de- 
partments who were present.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Conditions in the hardware trade showed very little 
change during the past week; the amount of business 
being about the same as in the preceding week, while 
prices continued to display a little irregularity. The 
retail trade is quite satisfactory, a fairly large business 
being done. Manufacturers are less favored, being 
more or less at sea owing to tariff considerations and 
to the condition of the iron and steel trades. Con- 
sumers remain cautious and purchase only to meet 
actual needs, showing no disposition to anticipate fu- 
ture requirements. This more or less spasmodic de- 
mand naturally tends to unsettle prices, inasmuch as 
both the buyer and the jobber seek the best terms. 
Stocks on hand are not large and are being kept up 
only as tools and other hardware are called for. 
Builders’ hardware shows a fair amount of activity. 

Wire products are somewhat more unsettled and 

prices are understood to be lower, although no change 
has been made in the prevailing quotations. The re- 
port current in the newspapers that The American 
Steel & Wire Co. had announced a reduction of 10 
cents per hundred pounds on all classes of steel wire, 
equivalent to a reduction of $2.00-a ton, is incorrect, 
and the official prices of wire nails remain unchanged. 
Some of the independents, however, have been making 
concessions for some weeks past, but so far the lead- 
ing interest is adhering firmly to the old schedule, not- 
withstanding that some manufacturers have been shad- 
ing wire nails 15 cents a keg. There is a fair buying 
locally, but for the most part in small lots. A little 
better demand is reported for cut nails, and the price 
seems to be steadily held. Buying of barb wire is not 
very heavy. 
' The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base-price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers, car lots, $2.08; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.13; $2.20 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.23; retailers’ car lots, $2.28, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 

A number of manufacturers of bright wire goods 
have raised prices 10 per cent. The market for nuts is 
somewhat irregular and some manufacturers are re- 
ported to be making concessions. Staples and wrought 
hooks have weakened somewhat, and some makers are 
quoting these articles at reduced figures. 


TIN PLATE. ; 

The firm tone continues in the tin plate market and 
the mills are more active. Prices are being steadily 
held at the recently established schedule. For 100-Ib. 
I. C. coke plates, the price is $3.45 Pittsburg, subject 
to the usual rebate of 5 cents per box on large orders. 
The leading interest is operating over 200 of its mills, 





while the independents are operating practically 
capacity.

The Birmingham Coal and Iron Company, 
one of the smaller producers, is out of the market for 
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both the second and third quarter, having sold its out-

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The improvement indicated a week ago in this territory 
has kept up and is growing in other quarters. Inquiries are 
more in evidence, the tonnage is greater and there is active 
interest in last half buying. The minimum price for given 
deliveries in both North and South is firmer and there is 
nothing like the evident effort to get business at prices con- 
ceded to be below producing cost, that has heretofore existed. 
Some furnaces are holding out for from 50c to $1 per ton 
above price acceptable to others and frequently getting it on 
account of popularity of the brands they represent. 

“It is encouraging to note the attitude assumed by the 
largest buyers, in being earnestly in the market and pur- 
chasing for good round tonnages during the last few days. 
At present figures acceptable to most furnaces and consider- 
ing the condition of stocks and the probable output during 
the next three or four months, it is hard to see where careful 
buyers can figure out anything against the advisability of 
purchasing for fairly large part of their requirements at the 
present time. It seems to be a case of their having nothing 
to lose and everything to gain. 

“Some furnaces have withdrawn from the market, 
whereas others are arranging to blow out so as to make 
necessary repairs and await further developments. 

“The steel business in both structural shapes and rails 
has been active and there is reported to be a very large 
tonnage under quotation for early closing. 

“Chnsemeation appears to be uniform ip the main and 
with slight improvement. There are a few Classes of manu- 
facturers who have been idle for some time and who are 
still without any encouraging reports, but the bulk of the 
general foundry business is fair and in some special lines 
very brisk. 

“Coke is without change. It is quiet in all districts, 
prices are at the same level, and, while production is some- 
what decreased, the movement is satisfactory.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There are at least two good things in the market—in 
the first place a much better and wider demand, and in the 
second place really good buying. This buying has been made 
up of Southern iron to a very great extent and at prices that 
were tempting. The result is that the order books of several 
of the larger Southern companies are well filled and they 
are practically out of the market. The danger that prices 
would go lower has been removed and the fact is generally 
recognized that pig iron*has touched bottort 

“Furnace men have a good deal more sand in théir craw 
than was the case a month ago. Their position is well ex 
emplified by the president of one of the largest of the Ohio 
producers. He said he was confident we were about to see 
a vast improvement in the next thirty days in pig iron and 
that all conditions were shaping themselves to this end. That 
is the prevailing sentiment.
